A small city of Canvas has sprung 
up on the site of the Mexican refugee 
camp established by (jce. Pershing, 
ahd .1140 men are sleepitg on beds 
tonight for the first time since 
Wednesday at Bisbee. They came 
here early today under escort of 
United States cavalry. 

All afternoon the men have been 
working in the blistering sun setting 
up tents, digging pits for field kitch- 
ens and hauling firewood, It was de- 


summer here and many men were 


forced to quit and rest in the shade 
of the khaki tents, which Were erect- 
ed under the direction of the sol- 
diers. 

FEDERAL RATIONS. 


The first government rations were 
issued t® the men for their supper, 
consisting of canned beef, canned 
tomatoes and bread. Tomorrow at 
breakfast they will receive a ra- 
tion of coffee, the first they have 
had since leaving Bisbee. tnder the 
direction of the army officers and 
soldiers, an orderly, well-policed 
camp was established. 

Lieut. Sheckerjian, provost mar- 
shal, was in charge of the work of 
establishing the camp and organiz- 
ing the refugees into a regiment 
composed of battalions and com- 
panies for feeding ané caring for 
the needs of the men. He has re- 
lieved Attorney William H. Cleary, in 
charge of the men. The Bisbee at- 
torney, who had a bath, a shave and 
a change of linen, was not recog- 
nized when he appeared at the camp 
today. 

Now that the men have had set- 
tled for them the problem of where 
they were to go, they are beginning 
to consider when they will be re- 
turned to Bisbee, where they have 
their families, homes and many of 
them business affairs. They are al- 
most universally agreed they will 
be ready to return to Bisbee when 
accompanied by United States sol- 
diers and not before.

I think the idea in 
many quarters in this country that 
great quantities of merchandise are 
transported through Sweden to the 
Central Powers is to a great extent 
due to the fact that in a previous 
phase of the war the United States 
demanded for certain of its products 
the free transit through Sweden to 
Russia as well as to the Central 
Powers of Europe.

It was’ not until May 29, 1915, that 
Sweden expressed herself against

— The 
Senate today finished its fourth 
week of debate on the administration 
food-contro] bill while leaders con- 
ferred upofR amendments, which they 
hope will command general support. 

Little progress was made on the 
bill today in the Senate, all action 
on amendments going over until 
next week, with an agreement to 
take a final vote on the measure 
next Saturday. Senators Stone, Wil- 
liams and Hollis, Democrats, made 
speeches supporting the bill and 
Senator France, Republican, of 
Maryland, in opposition. 

Prospects of peace were discussed 
by Serators Stone and Williams, 
With both declaring that complete 
defeat of Germany is required. 

While perfygnctory debate pro- 
@eded, with less than a dozen Sen- 
ators present, Majority Leader Mar- 
tin conferred with his colleagues up- 
on amendments to compromise the 
various disputes. tepublicans, as 
well as Democrats, participated. 
Those present were said to be in 
agreement upon eliminating steel. 
iron, copper, cotton and all other 
products except foods, feeds and 
fuels—the original obfects of the 
legisiation—from the bill. They al- 
80 agreed to consider the extension 
of government licensing and Sena- 
tor Hollis was chosen to draft a new 
provision for food administration. 


SMALL BOARD FAVORED. 


A small board, subject to the 
President's immediate authority and 
with its decisions subject to his ap- 
proval, may be substituted for the 
provision for an individual food ad- 
ministrator. The conference will be 
resumed Monday. 

Senators prominent in opposition 
were not invited to today’s confer- 
ence. 

Senator Kenyron and many other 
Senators are disposed to insist on 
Fextending government epntrol to 
Steel and iron products and the final 
result is considered still in doubt. 

No doubt exists regarding the con- 
stitutionality of this measure, Sen- 
ator Hollis said, supporting the bill. 

In order to win a war a nation 
must have “a strong army and a 
powerful navy and a tranquil peo- 
ple,” the New Hampshire Senator 
declared.

the explosion. Editorials from this 
pamphlet were admitted as evidence 
in the trials of the Mooneys. 

Charles M. Fickert said 
that every effort will be made to 
bring Berkman here for trial before 
the expiration of his sentence.

MONTHS, IS PREDICTION. 


Collapse of the German Arms Through Refusal of the 
Empire to Support the Kaiser in His Ambition is Fore- 
seen by Famous Dutch Savant, Who Bases His Opin- 
ion Upon First-hand Observations. |

AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
S E TIMES, July 14.—The col- 

lapse of the German arms 
through a refusal of the German 
people to support the war any 
further, resulting within the next 
three months in the end of the great 
world war with the same dramatic 
suddenness with which it was 
launched, was predicted here today 
by the famous Dutch savant, D. Van 
H. Labberton, lecturer on Indonesian 
languages in the Government Col- 
lege at Batavia, Java, who is en 
route home from a five months’ visit 
in Holland. 

“Starvation, the long strain of the 
war with its endless succession of 
sacrifices, hardships, shocks and 
tragedies, and the other privations 
which they have undergone, are 
bringing the people of Germany to 
the breaking point,” sald Prof. Lab- 
berton. “From my observations in 
Holland—and I visited towns on the 
German frontier where news trickles 
through .ceaseless]y—lI can say 
frankiy that my opinion is that the 
war wild end within three months. 

VAST HORDES MAY STRIKE. 

“T am led to this opinion by a 
number-of things. An trrefutable 
argument for it is that, knowing 
conditions to be what they are in 
Holland, knowing that condl- 
tions in Germany are many times 
worse, no nation could possibly hold 
out longer than the time I have 
indicated. 

“IT believe there will be a -con- 
certed revulsion against the war in 
Germany that will result in strikes 
of the vast hordes of workers on 


whom the Kaiser is depending for 
the sinews of war; in a flat refusal 
of the ple to lend further sup- 
port, either financial or otherwise, to 
the further prosecution of the war 
and whatever further consequences 
it pleases you to imagine would 
naturally follow such a crisis. 

e consensus of public, private 
and official opinion in Holland 
that Germany cannot win the war, 
and this feeling and the reasons 
back of it have gradually percolated 
into Germany, where the mass of 
the people, held in ignorance of the 
truth about the beginning and every 
succeeding phase of the war. are 
learning a little at a time in spite 
of regulations and restrictions. 

HOLLAND PREPARED. 

“With constant fear that her neu- 
trality may be violated, or that a 
worse fate, the fate of Belgium, may 
bp hers, Holland is still determined 
to stay out of the conflict until the 
end, no matter what the cost. That 
is the hope and prayer of her peo- 
ple, her ruler and her government. 

“But they will not be caught un- 
awares. The army of The Nether- 
lands, 600,000 strong. is massed 
along the German frontier, ready for 
instant action. 

“Holland's ancient strategy, tn de- 
fense, of retiring to her two small 
seaboard provinces, which may be 
isolated from an enemy instantly by 
flooding the surrounding country, is 
ready for operation. 

“Tio the best of our knowledge the 
Germans maintain a force equal at 
least to our own along our borders, 
and they are constantly manevuver- 
ing and shifting. keeping Holland 
in a state of nervous apprehen- 
sion.”

Through the most depressing heat 
wave in June on record Uerlin has 
been suffering an unprecedented 
plague of files, which is blamed di- 
rectly to a lack of fly-paper and of 
sugary foods which allure flies. The 
Lokal Anzeiger says editorially: 

“The present shortage of sugar 
renders the accustomed metlods of 
catching files scarcely opportune at 
this time, and we must seriously 
consider whether the files will not 
be equally attracted by saccharine.” 

The famous food chemist, Dr. Leb- 
bin, expresses an expert opinion: 
“since the question was not serious 
until now, we must experiment with 
saccharine,” he says.” 

MENACE TO HEALTH. 

Behind this statement, which may 
seem more or less insignificant to 
those outside Germany, lurks a sefl- 
Ous menace to the health of the 
German people which ft already 
causing concern to the sanitary au- 
thorities.

GRATEFUL DIPLOMATS. 


King’s Mission Royally Welcomed 
Here—Bring Country’s Appeal. 


ELGIUM’S bountiful thanks and 
Belgium's continued appeal for 
aid came to Los Angeles yes- 

terday, came personally—tright to 
the point where it breathed a new 
life and inspiration. 

It was represented by Baron Mon- 


ative of King Albert to America, and 
his staff, consisting of Lieut.-Gen.

If the crati- 
tude of aw nation can be re- 
Warded as a reward for such labors 
as his, Mr. Hoover Was all that we 
can give. And with hint he broucht 
an earnest, efficient and clei- 
hearted group of men to carry out 
the great task of the commission for 
the relief of Belgium. Among these 
men were many Californians. They 
gave to the whole organization a pe- 
cullarly western touch of resource- 
fulness and ‘go. Among these men 
are Dorcey Stephens of your own 
city fapplause;] Prof. Brackett 
Pomona [applause] and many oth- 
ers who gave up their pleasant 
lives in California to share the 
hardships and sorrows of Relgium.

PRISON OF STEEL. 

“Imagine that, almost overnight, 
this community, without warning, is 
overwhelmed by great forces from 
without, and imprisoned within a 
wall of steel built of the bayonets 
of a pitiless irvader. With such 
invasion the whole normal social and 


economic fe of the country is 
instantly arrested. Through that 
surrounding wall of steel nothing 


can pass. The great flow of ex- 
ports is dammed. The supply of 
foodstuffs upon which the popula- 
tion depends for ita life is stopped. 
Factories, lacking the necessary raw 
materials, are obliged to close, ard 
the silence of death reigns in the 
great industrial centers.

As Pupils in the Great Schools of the French Army, Their Flight from Civilian 
Ignorance to the Battle Lines is Swift—What They are Taught and 
What They Think of Their Perilous Work.

“We begin, here, with a Caudron 
biplane; then continue on a penguin 
monoplane. A penguin, you know, is 
one of those queer birds which can- 
not quit the ground.

HUGE DAILY ACTIVITY.

AMERICAN AIRPLANES. 


This brought up the question of 
American airplanes. I had already 
spoken with a French officer whom, 
by discretion, I shall not hame; let 
it suffice that he is In a position to 
answer with full knowledge. It was 
not the captain. 

“Americans in Paris have got the 
idea,”’ I said, “that American-made 
airplanes, especially with respect to 
their motors, are not quite up to war. 
The reason given is that they are 
™machine-made,’ ‘in series,’ and not 
hand-made, individually, like the 
French. There is even cited a cer- 
tain order given by France to a 
certain eastern Amertean factory for 

00 airplanes ‘and all refused.’” 

How foolish in this talk! 

“I know the order you refer to,” 
replied the French officer of airplane 
service. “They Were not refused. 
They gave complete satisfaction. The 
order was not for 100, but for 450, 
which were accepted, and 100 have 
errived. They demand a slight .modi- 


ification of perfectioning. But 


was an American concern which had 
accepted the suggestions of French 
engineers, Right methods being 
Sranted, it is a question of quality 
and workmanship, which America 


“There are new methods to be in- 
troduced, resulting from war expe- 
rience. We have taken a year to’ in- 
troduce them into such and such an 
American concern. Their success in 
other factories will depend. French 
engineers and contremaitres (fore- 
men) arrive in American factories 
and say: ‘You work perfectly to 
make chassis; but to make aviation 
motors for war requires special 
methods. We will show you.’ Then, 
American workmen and engineers 
may easily reply: “The idea of you 
Ffench engineers showing us some- 
thing. It is good!’ Of course, they 
may arrive all right, by themselves; 
but they risk to take a year or two 
to do something which they might 
accomplish in six months,”’ 

All of which applies, equally to the 
rapid and high-class training of 
American aviators by the American 
army established in. France. The 
French believe that, with aviation, 
we can do something big at once. 
Our factories can make avions at 
once. We can take the best model 
in the world. We know the German 
machines as well as the French, 
English and Italian. All those of 
our allies are open to us (and the 
Germang copy continually, without 
asking permission.) We can select 
the best, and really “make them in 
series; and we can commence, at 
the same time, to make pliota, here 
in France, and over there, in 
America. 

Our army in France will, prob- 
ably, take over more French avia- 
tion schools. French experts favor 
the idea. Should we try to simply

MAINE BUYS OUT HERE. 


Seattic Firm will Furnish Masts and 
Booms for Ships. 
[BY A. P. 

SEATTLE, July 2.—A company 
with headquarters here is under 
contract to furnish 1000 masts and 
booms in the next six months for 
ships which will be built on the At- 
lantic Coast of the United States, 
the Gulf of Mexico and Nova Scotia. 
Maine is one of the best customers. 
Some of the spars are as short as 
twenty-five feet. A favorite tength 
for megsts is 128 feet, with a thick- 
ness of twenty-eight inches at the 
base. The best spars in the world 
are sald to be of the variety of 
Dougias fir, known as yellow fir. and 
which ltumbermen used to contend 
was a distinct species from the, red- 
wooded or normal! variety.

CLEAN AND RINSE PARAFFIN, , 


Don't Throw Awav Because Dirt is 
Mixed with it. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. |} 
WASHINGTON, July 3.—Paraffin 
that has become unclean through 
usage in canning and preserving 
may be cleaned and jgeused. Don't 


throw it away because dirt and 
trash have become mix with it. 
Many times paraffin can cleaned 


with a brush in cold water. If this 
does not remove all the dirt, says a 
specialist of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, heat the 
paraffin to boiling and strain it 
through two or three thicknesses of 
cheesecloth, placed over a funnel. Or 
a thin layer of absorbent cotton over 
one thickness of cheesecloth may be 
used as the strainer. One straining 
should be sufficient ordinarily, but if 
the paraffin still is unclean heat and 
strain again. Any paraffin lodging in 
the strainer may be recovered by 
heating the cloth and pouring off the 
hot liquid to another strainer.

BAGDAD RELIEF 
FOR ARMENIANS. 


Better Turks Help Care for 
Women and Children. 


urvivers of Massacres Tell 
of Terrible Atrocities. 


Germans Refuse to Interfere 
in Death Tragedy. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCY. 

BAGDAD, May 30.—"One the 
best things that is being done im 
Lagdad just now is the relief of Ar- 
menian women and children who 
have survived the massacres @nd 
#re now living in Mussulman fami- 
lies,”’ writes the British official eye- 
witness with the army in Mesopo- 
tania. “They are being gathered into 
hostels financed by the British gov- 
crnment and their own people are 
luoking after them. 

“A visit to one of these iInstitu- 
tions and a talk with the refugees 
there furnishes a convincing arraign- 
ment against the Turkish govern- 
“ent. The inmates are all young. 
imany of marriageable age, and a 
great number of children under 6 
have already forgotten their lan- 
gu@ge aid their faith. 

“There is a girl of 10 from a vil- 
lege near Erzerum. She and her 
famlly started on donkeys with a 
few of their belongings, but in three 
Cays the ‘Kurds had left them noth- 
ing and they had to walk. The 
Turks had issued a proclamation in 
all the villages that the Armenians 
were to be sent away to a colony 
that was being prepared for tBem, 
and that their property was to be 
kept ‘under the care of the govern- 
ment’ during the war and then re- 
miored. This was more than a year 
go. 
i KILL THE MEN. 

“The gsendarmes were very pleas- 
ant to them in their homes, and 
told them that they would be given 
new land te cultivate and that their 
journey would not ve long. The 
“eeurance, as they guessed, was 
Visionary. Ir the second, the 
gcndarmes did not lle. For many vf 
them it was all over on the third 
Two or three hundred of the 
men were separated from the women 
and killed, shot or cut down with the 
sword, 

“The same thing happened nearly 


every day. The guards were very 
haphazard; there was no system. 
Some of the women were pushed 


into the river; others tnrust over 
precipices. Twelve hundred left tne 
two villages near Erzerum: four 
hundred only, reached Ras-el-Arn. 
The survivors Were all women and 


children, the-« was not a man among 


them nor a male child over 9 years 


“A man in a near-by hostel was 
the sole survivor of a group of refu- 
gees who disappeared between Ras- 
el. Ain and Nisibin. They were taken 
into the desert and formed up tn 
line, as in a Chinese execution, to be 
dispatched by the sword. There was 
a shortage of ammunition and the 
stord was employed for’ reasons of 
econom’:. While waiting for his 
turn, it oceurred to the Armenian 
that a bullet would be an easter 
Ceath, so he broke from the line. In 
the confusion the gendarmes missed 
him; he hid in the brush, escaped 
and made his way to Bagdad. 

“The main features of all the 
massacres were much the same. -The 
emigrants, if they were not killed on 
the road, were taken to some depot 
where they were Kept a few days. 
Here thev found a large camp where 
quickly the rationing became a dif- 
ficult question. Then ‘notice’ came 
from ‘Constantinople’ that refugees 
of a certsin district had been al- 
lotted land for cultivation, and thev¥ 
wore started on a fresh journey. They 
they knew. was probably a death 
sentence, but they nourished a thin 
hone. 

“For the first half-day they were 


generally safe, as murder on a 
large .seale is deprecated * near 4 
town. Nobody, for example. saw 


anyone killed in Trebizond, but a 
few days after the Armenians. had 
left the citw their bodies came float- 
ipg down the river. The desert is a 
non-conductor. What is done there 
leaves only a Vague rumor. 
WOMEN FIGHT. 

“The refugees, although unarmed, 
sometimes turned,on their guards. 
More than once they made the as- 
sassins pay dearly, There is a wom- 
an in a Bagdad hotel who was one 
of a brave band of two or three 
hundred Armenian women who held 
& pass near Urfa. Their menfolk 
had all been treacherously killed off 
earlier, and they knew that — 
ence to the proclamation of exile 
was as fatal ae resistance. They 
held the pass with their rifles for 
nearly a week, and the Turks had to 
bring up artillery to break their re- 
sistance. Some fifty of them es- 
caped. The woman who is now in 
Bagdad was rescued by a Turk of 
the better school, who treated her 
as his own daughter. 

“Few Armenian women were so 
fortunate. Many were killed with 
as little scruple as the men. Plain- 
nees and good looks were fatal in 
Cifferent ways. The old and ugly 
died by violence or were starved; 
the young and handsome were tak- 
en into the households of the Turks. 
A traveler now in Bagdad was giv- 
en a letter by an official at Ras-el- 
Ain to deliver to the gendarme in 
charge of the road. ‘Choose a pret- 
ty one for me,” he wrote, ‘and leave 
her in the village outside the town.’ 

“At Aleppo and Ras-el-Ain Ger- 
man. officers stalked side by side 
with these specters of famine and

MRS. TEDFORD FORMALLY 


ADJUDGED INCOMPETENT. 


RS. SARAH J. TEDFORD, the 
70-year-old Los Angeles wom- 
an held in the San Dijeso 
County Jail on a charge of having 
forged the will of her brother, H. 
N. Thomson, was declared as incom- 
petent in the court of Judge W. A. 
Sloane of that city, yesterday, on Pe- 
tition of her son, George Tedford, 
who was appointed her guardian. 
Mr. Tedford said his mother was 


given to hallucinations regarding 
the value of the estate of her broth- 


er and other matters, and that she 
| required a guardian.

“The German apathy, or sympa- 
thy, we can understand. The dim- 
cult thing is to*reconcile the atroci- 
ties with what we have seen of the 
Turk as a @ehter. There are very 
few British officers who will not 
bear witness that, winning or los- 
ing, he has fought cleanly on the 
whole. This Jekyll-and-Hyde quality 
in the nature of the Turk is a oa 
petual riddle. 

“The Armenian refugees who 
reached Bagdad during the Turk- 
ish occupation were often well treat- 
ed. There were small children of 
4 and 5 vears who were adopted in- 
to Turkish families. Kindly Turks 
had picked them up, as one might 
a small puppy or a kitten, and taken 
them tn. After a year or so in their 
new environment they have forgot- 
ten their own language. This is the 
Ottoman nature all over. The mas- 
sacTes are an unpleasant business. 
The less civilized elements of a 
heterogeneous army are turned on- 
to the dirty work, and the better- 
class Turk shuts his eyes to it as 
much as possible.. Armenians with- 
in his household are often treated 
well. An Armenian mistress enjoys 
the privileges of the home A 
Servant is well cared for: children, 
when adopted, are treated kindly. 
It is od work for Allah to take an 
infant and make a good Moslem of 
it. 


Directions, 
OW TO CAN PEAS 
AND SNAP BEANS. 


HOUSEKEEPERS CAN EASILY 
SAVE SURPLUS, 


Home Gardeners are Reporting 
Heavy Yields and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Gives Ad- 
vice to the Canning Clabs in the 
Northern and Western States. 


(SPT-CIAL, CORRESPONDENCE | 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—House- 
keepers can easily can surplus green 
peas and snap beans, which are be- 
ginning to appear in home gardens 
in many sections. The season has 
been unusually good for peas, and 
home gardeners in many localities 
are reporting unexpectedly heavy 
yields, Either of these products 
readily can be canned with no other 
home equipment than jars or cans 
and a wash boiler fitted with a false 
bottom of slats to keep the jars from 
resting on the bottom. , 

Here are directions given by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture to the members of girls’ can- 
ning clubs in the northern and west- 
ern States: 

Do not try to can peas or beans 
that have been long off the vines— 
the fresher the vegetables the better 
the product. 

Shell peas. In case of beans 
arts and cut them as if for cook- 
ng. 
Put the prepared Vegetables in a 
cheesecloth bag o2 colander and 
blanch in live stea.n from boiling 
water for from five to ten minutes. 

Next dip the blanched product 
quickly tn cold water and remove it 
almost immediat«'y. 

Pack the product immediately in- 
to hot scalded giass jars or tin cans. 

Fill the containers completely with 
bolling hot water to which has been 
added one level teaspoonful of salt 
per quart. Place rubber rings on 
jare and screw tops almost, but not 
completely tight. The water in the 
boiler will not enter these partially 
closed jars. Seal tin can completely. 

Put the jars or cans in boiling wa- 
ter in the wash boiler so that the 
tops are partly or wholly ered. 
Sterilize for 180 minutes tin t boll- 
ing water. counting from the time 
the water begins to boil again. If 
other canning outfits are used, steril- 
ize as follows: 


Water spal, 214 deg........ 

Five pounds steam pressure! . 

Ten to fifteen pounds steam 
pressure 

Wax and string beans as well as 
young tender peas may be sterilized 
in 120 minutes. 

Remove jars from boiler or ster- 
ilizer, tighten covere, Invert to cooi 
and test the joints for leakage. Ex- 
amine cans for leaks. Even the 
slightest leak if not .closed complete- 
ly at once, means that the product 
in all probability will not keep. 

Do not place glass jars to cool in 
@ draft which is liable to cause them 


to crack. Wrap in paper ts 
prevent blanching, and store In a 
cool place. 


If peas are roughly handled in 
blanching or cold dipping, or split or 
broken peas are not removed before 
packing, the liquid tn the jars 
have a slightly clouded appeirence. 
If sterilizing has been properly done, 


cloudiness is no evidence tha: the 
product has spoiled. -

THERE ARE FEWER 
GERMAN PAPERS. 


P. PORBIGN CORRESPO NDRACE. § 

COPENHAGEN (Denmark) June 
30.—The German press year book for 
1917 throws interesting sidelights on 
war-time newspaper work. It shows 
that. there are 562 fewer newspapers 
in Germany todav than in 1914. Of 
the 2938 still appearing many which 
three years ago employed four edi- 
torial writers, are now conducted in 
both their business and editorial de- 
partments by the proprietor himself.

Orange Growers Hear Plans 
for Intercropping. 


Urged to Realize a Single 
Crop’s Inadvisable. _ 


Experiment Station Expert 
Lectures at Redlands. 


[LOCAL OCORRESPONDEN( © 
REDLANDS, July 14.—The or- 
ange growers of the Redlands dis- 
trict were told what they can do in 
intercropping between the rows of 
orange trees at a mass meeting ar- 


tributors today. Prof. R. 8. Vail of 
the Citrus Experiment Station at 
Riverside was the speaker. The in- 
formation he gave would apply to 
most of the districts of Southern 
California. By following it the 
growers can make up for a part of 
the great lose they have suffered 
through the heat wave which cooked 
‘most of the navel oranges. 

Prof. Vail said that he hoped that 
the time had arrived when the 
grower must realize that a singte 
crop is not advisable and that some 
combination and diversity is neces- 
sary. He said that nowhere in the 
world has mono-culture under irri- 
gation prevaltied. 

There are now three possibilities 
for the grower, in his opinion. The 
first of these is to intercrop for the 
commercial market, the second is 
to connect dairying with orange 
growing, and the third is to raige 
cover crops which produce the fer- 
tillzer demanded by every grove. 

EXPERIENCE NEEDED. 

Prof. Vail said that in his opinion 
the grower conversant with genera! 
agriculture might expect to succeed 
in intercropping, but for any and 
every grower to attempt it without 
experience would be to invite dis- 
aster. It could not possibly be a 
euccessful commercial venture.

Truck crops, such as lettuce, beets, 
carrots, cabbage, spinach, require 
epecial knowledge. 

Potatoes make good intercrops on 
ground not too much shaded and 
where they can have necessary ir- 
rigation. For summer planting they 
must have irrigation every two 
weeks. If this can be done and the 
trees of the grove are not too large 
good returns can be expected. iIn- 
dian corn needs but one extra irri- 
gation, but the commercial value is

MIGHT TRY POULTRY. 


Certain individuals could make 
good money by combining poultry 
raisine with the care of their groves, 
Prof. Vail believes. The grower 
eould make his profit by growing 
rreen feed and buying his erain 
now when it is cheap. Chickens and 
eges will probably command a high 
price for twelve months. 

Regarding dairying. the green 
stock feed can be grown between 
the rows of trees, such as. blackeye 
bean, vetch, melilotus and horse 
beans. By returning the manure to 
the orchard this would be profitable. 

If the condition of the orchard is 

the prime requisite a summer cover 
crop should be started at once, 
disked in October and followed by a 
legume cover crop to be disked in 
in the spring, thus supplying nitro- 
gen for the next year. By treating 
the grove this -way less expense and 
less commercial fertilizer for the 
grove will be needed. 
Prof. Vail says that next year an 
early crop of potatoes could be 
Pianted and these would mature in 
June and be followed by‘beans with 
a legume cover crop for winter. It 
is too late now to plant for grain, 
but sorghums arid Sudan grass could 
be planted for green stock feed. 
Prof. Vall recommends vetch for the 
most practical cover crop.

TRAITORS AT HOME, ENEMIES ABROAD. 


MERICA has drawn upon millions of her young men for an army, 
i hag taken from her vaults billions for a Liberty Loarf} has levied 

upon her farms for a world’s commissary, has clamped an em- 
bargo upon exports, has summoned all industry to the work of war and 
set herself either to crush and overwhelm Germany, or, with the rest 
of democracies, to be Prussianized like Belgium and Northern France 
by the godless hosts of the War Lord. 


But on our own soil is an enemy, swearing by oft-repeated oaths 
to perpetrate all the destruction that violence can wreak, preaching 
revolution and invoking anarchy; yet our government has taken no 
official recognition of these villains, the I.W.W.’s. Our soldiers are 
in France, our engineers in Russia, our sailors in hourly peril stand 
guard on the North Sea, and hundred’ of thousands are training and 
millions are waiting to go, and fight—win—die. But from Butte to 
Bisbee, from Seattie to Leadville, that international organization, 
filled with foreigners, officered by convicts, and attempting vaguely 
to guise its sabotage behind the specious title of ‘‘industrial Workers 
of the World,"’ is In open warfare against our government; and as yet 
no stern measures have betokened that our American leaders realize 
the danger or even the significance of this whirlwind of threats and 
strikes in those mining districts from which America and her Allies 
are drawing the war’s supply of copper. 


The I.W.W.’s have a long and vicious record. They are committed by 
the only oath they ever kept to industrial violence, Their agitators are 
for the most part foreigners;and the hatred towards our government 
may be traced in many of them to jail sentences following such Indis- 
cretions as theft and burglary. Within the past few weeks they have 
been apprehended while trying to set on fire the ripened grain fields 
of the Northwest; they have stirred up strikes in the mining districts 
of Arizona and Montana; and they are now busily preparing trouble In 
Colorado and in the mine fields of Pennsylvania. They have disclosed 
a plot to tle up all forms of industry in the State of Washington, and 
make no pretense of their purpose to spread strikes from ocean to 
ocean. They talk of freedom and equality for the workingman, of 
higher wages, and all that—and all that; yet In this crucial hour they 
bend all their efforts to ald the monarchy where workingmen are 
disenfranchised, where wages are smal! and eaten by taxation that 
goes to a hereditary aristocracy. 

A stupid delusion, as the citizens of 
have fordefully and patriotically indica 
were deported from Bisbee and amon 
wanted work.

of a Job. Twelve hundred refused to labor and were run out of the 
country—driven out In an orderly and aceable manner by citizens 
who knew that ruin and disaster awaited their community if these 
ruffians and agitators were not suppressed and deported.

In these days 
America cannot afford to trifle with rioters. Every family in Europe 
is on rations; a food dictator rules our American supplies; all industry 
is running with furnaces at full blast to meet the needs of war; and 
those who refuse not only to do their part, but seek to hamper others 
and to destroy food crops, close down mines, wreck industry and. set 
the nation aflame with riot, should be given the short shrift of traitors.

MERICA watches hopefully the latest distu around the 
A Kaiser’s throne. Von Bethmann-Hollweg declared to the Reichs- 
tag that Germany would not consider peace without annexation, 

and would fignt on until she conquered——then he made up his mind to 
throw up his Job. Next, Von Stein, the Minister of War, resigned. The 
deduction which America wishes to make is that the long-suffering 
German people are no longer dul! enough to fight for such a will ’o wisp 
as world dominion. But America should be reluctant to place reliance 
on that conclusion. It might induce us to overconfidence and siacken 
the mighty efforts that this war seems, by all the signs of Mars, to 
still require. Internal disturbance is surely shaking Germany; and 
while that is making trouble for the Kaiser it is not necessarily making 
peace for the Allies. Internal disturbance racked England and India; 
it is not unknown right now In America; it has tumbled the Romanoffs 
from three centyries of heritage in Russia; and it has not brought 
peace to Germany. All of the embattled world hopes that the terrfbie 
pressure on Germany's frontiers will break down the supports of 
monarchy; but America and her Allies have no other assurance of 
victory and peace than by hacking their way to Potsdam. Rumors 
come out of Germany by every wire and post, and the most faith that 
can be put in them warrants nothing more than the belief that the 
German people are demanding constitutional reforms. The extent 


.or significance of those reforms is yet beyond plausible conjecture. 


It may be that when the Kaiser's power !s circurnscribed, those who 
rise to the places of authority will seek peace. It may be that greater 
constitutional freedom is the price the German people require for 
continuing the war. Whatever the cause, we may take hopeful! satis- 
faction In the discomfiture of our enemy; but folly alone bids us expect 
that the war-trained and passionately patriotic German people would 
pull their Kaiser from his throne as a bribe of peace for the Allies.

VER and over again the men who are in a position to know say 
Q that, other things being anywhere near equal, this war will be 
won by foodstuffs. Americans know it as a child knows a Mother 
Goose rhyme—by rote, by having it sing-songed into the ears. But 
Americans have not even yet begun actually to feel it. Rises in prices, 
like slight temblors before the volcanic shock, have indicated that 
supply and demand are being strangely disturbed; but few people have 
actually become aware of the possible exigency. There is no cause 
for alarm. There is cause for caution—but not the panicky caution 
which pares cheese and dries potato peelings. 
IV. 

UR American statesmanship will find delicate problems con- 

nected with the apparent move toward democracy in the German 

empire. All the news reports are confused and uncertain. it is 
not possible to tell Just what events have happened or the inner 
significance of the situation: only this, that Germany is boiling, 
politically, and. the fire which causes the heat is of friction between 
the forces of autocracy and the forces of democracy. : 

American diplomacy cannot avoid anticipating the conditions 
which will result should the form of the German government be 
changed by the sweeping away of the imperial control. 

It matters not whether the change be accomplished with the con- 
sent of the Kaiser or without it. Should the world find the German 
people free of their fetters, no longer an empire but a free democracy, 
world diplomacy. will turn with anxiety to the United States. 

German diplomacy will recall the addresses of President Wiison 
wherein he stated that the quarrel of the United States is not with the 
German people, but with the German jmperial rule. Should this 


imperial rule be shed, the German people will ask if the opposition of 


the United States will then be withdrawn, now that the stated goal has 
been accomplished. 

It is not at all unlikely that the diplomats of Wilhelmstrasse will 
make the offer to the United States of a money settiement of the 
damage sustained by the people of this country and ask our armies 
to withdraw from the field on the ground that their stated mission has 
been fulfilled. | 

Whether Germany be under the leadership of an emperor, or 
under the guidance of her own chosen leaders, it is evident that the 
quarre! between the Central Powers and the rest of Europe does not 
end with tho collapse of the throne. There are too many obvious 
points of collision between the futures of Western and Teutonic 
Europe. 

With America eliminated from the contest, it Is possible that the 
Germanic countries can impose their will upon the Allies without a 
great dea! of difficulty. Should the imperial form of government be 
discarded, it is evident that we will be invited to draw aside and carry 
home the consciousness of a mission fulfilled, or even actually to 
help republican Germany.

A question of extreme gravity ts now 
before the City Council for consideration. 
It is, What shall be the stand of the city 
in regard to the plan proposed by the South- 
ern Pacific, the Salt Lake and the Pacific 
Electric “for the elimination of practically 
all grade crossings west of the Los Ange- 
les River and the joint use by the first two 
of the Arcade station and the use by the 
Pacific Electric, as well as the two steam 
roads, of the Salt Lake’s tracks for through 
freight and passenger service?” 

If this plan is carried out It means good- 
by to any possibility of having a union ter- 
minal for the Southern Pacific, the Salt 
Lake and the Santa Fe established in the 
neighborhood of the Plaza. And it undoubt- 
edly is the object of the Southern Pacific, 
the Salt Lake and the Pacific Electric to 
block the Plaza proposition by bringing for- 
ward this proposed “sweeping reorganiza- 
tion” of the city’s traffic map. 

It can hardly be doubted that this propo- 
sition has been thrust upon the public with 
a view to divide opinion on the matter of 
the suggested Plaza terminal. The State 


here shortly on the grade-crossing problem, 
one which requires an early solution. De- 
velopment bodies have decided that at the 
same time they will ask the commission 
to consider the subject of a union terminal 
for the three steam roads entering Los An- 
geles. The Southerti Pacific and Salt Lake 
are opposed to joining with the Santa Fe 
on such an enterprise and this is their 
counter proposal.

‘A BOLITION OF INJUNCTIONS. 
Gompers and his gang continue to re 
iterate their insolent and ridiculous demand 
for a law of Congress to take away from 
courts of equity the power to issue writs 
of injunction preventing boycotting and 
picketing. Few injunctions were ever is- 
sued in this country by any court to pre 
vent any man from doing what he has a 
lawful right to do. Has’ a man a right to 
enter upon the premises of an employer 
or to stand on the street in front of such 
premises and assault or threaten or insult 
or detain or take up the time of a worker 
in an effort to make him leave his job? 
Because the law, rightfully administered, 
would punish a union picket for such as- 
saults or threats does not assuage the pain 
of the beating or the sting of the insults. 
The preventive remedy of injunction which 
the cockney anarchist and his lNeutenants 
persist in asking Congress to take away 


evil counsel of union-labor misleaders: 
“Mind your own business and let that of 
other people alone. You have voluntarily 
quit work—that is your right. But it is 
not your right to beat or boycott or picket 
or insult or meddle in any way with the 
man who has accepted the job which you 
abandoned. It is not your right to dyna- 
mite the factory or meddle in any way with 
the employer who has given him the job. 
Let them both alone. You are enjoined 
from interfering with them.” If it were not 
for the power of injunction many of the 
factories and furnaces in the land would 
be closed and a vast number of men and 
women, now comfortably housed and abun- 
dantly fed, would wander homeless apd bhun- 
gry in the streets. For the first effort of 
union workers on a strike is often to take 
to sabotage, which is defined by the convict, 
Arturo Giovannetti, as: (1) “Any conscious 
and willful act on the part of one or more 
workers intended to slacken and reduce the 
output of production tn the Industrial field 
or to restrict trade and reduce the profits 
in the commercial field in order to secure 
from their employers better conditions, or 
to enforce those promised or maintain those 
already prevailing when no other way of 
redress is open; (2) Any skillful operation 
on the machinery of production intended 
not to destroy it or permanently render it 
defective, but only to temporartly disable 
it and to put it out of running condition in 
order to maka impossible the work of scabs 
and thus to secure the complete apd real 
stoppage of work during a strike.” 

Another and peculiar form of sabotage 
was practiced by a striking white-coods 
worker who spent the day in a struck fac- 
tory sewing the left lers of underdrawers 
to left lees and right legs to right. 

Abolition of injunction against sabotage

ham, 421 pounds of loin pork and 
117 dozen ears of corn. 

On ordinary days the boys have a 
menu like this: 

Breakfast: Boiled eggs, rolled 
oats, with milk and sugar; bread, 
butter, coffee. 

Dinner: Rice-tomato soup, pot 
roast of beef, mashed turnips, po- 
tatoes, bread, butter, coffee. 

Supper: Curried meat with rice, 
ickled beets, bread pudding, bread, 
utter, tea. 

Many housewives could take les- 
sons in economy from this big 
kitchen, where every scrap of food 
is utilized. Left-over vegetables make 
salads, stale bread is used for toast, 
for croutons, for stuffing and so on. 

IN TEN BUILDINGS, 

The training station now occuples 

ten of the large exhibit buildings and

OW well-directed teamwork 

and @ patriotic response to 

need saved the 1817 apricot 
crop, with a potential value of over 
$2,500,000, is a-story that will be 
told for many years to come. 

At Hemet alone 2000 zealous men, 
Women and children are doing their 
best “bit” to keep abreast of the 
fast-ripening crops, which, within 
the short span of four weeks, must 
be picked and run through the can- 
nery or placed with the drying 
plants, 


The growing disproportion bde- 
tween the amount of fruit arriving 
at the canneries and the output of 


scarcity of labor, caused an uneasi- 
ness that rapidly gave place to 
alarm. Extraordinary efforts were 
put forth for relief. Even the min- 
isters of the Riverside churches 
sounded a call from their puilpits 
for volunteers, urging women and 
girls who could possibly arrange to 
do so to enlist In the ranks of the 
cutters and packers as a patriotic 
duty to their country. 

Under the direction of Dr. 0. B. 
Waite, principa] of the Hemet High 
School, the high and grammar 
school buildings were converted in- 
to dormitories, with a house mother 
in charge of each building. With gas 
and water at hand, all the requisites 
for a kitchen were available, and 
the grounds and buildings were 
quickly metamorphosed into well-or- 
ganized cagnps, conducted on the oo- 
operative plan. Squads were formed 
to handle the cooking, sweeping 
and bed-~making. Self-government 
was established. 

By last Tuesday noon the camps 
were comfortably filled with work- 
ers, ready to attack the seventy-five 
tons of fruit that lay stacked up 
on the floor of the cannery of the 
Hemet-San Jacinto Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, and a similar amount at the 
Hemet Canning C. mpany. 

This condition would not have 
been disturbing to the managers un- 
der normal conditions of operation, 
but the help was new and inexperi- 
enced, and could not possibly be 
speeded up to the plants’ capacity of 
100 tons per day the first week.

Tests of Effiuent from New Sys- 
tem Installed at “Milflores” 


Show Liquid Product is Pure and 


That a sewage disposal system 
could convert city sewage, solids and 
all, into clear water and natural gas, 
leaving no offensive residuum, would 
seem little short of the impossible. 
This result has, however, been ob- 
tained in actual practice In a system 
installed by its inventors for Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis at his country 
estate, Milflores. lt has been 
worked out through the collabora- 
tion of Prof. E. M. Skeats, the San 
Diego chemist, and E. 8. Hoyt, con- 
structing engineer of Los Angeles.

the bacteria would live and increase 
and perform their work satisfac- 
torily.

Milflores prove the success of this 
system. This tank, designed for 
twenty persons, was put in operation 
February 28, 1916. Prof. Ulrey 
tested effluent from this tank, taken 
June 5, 1917, with one-tenth of one 
per cent. of metylene blue, placed in 
an incubator for four days, at which 
time the liquid remained blue. (The 
above test is for drinking water.) 
At the discharge pipe from the 
tank there are no odors, no objec- 
tionable scum or substance to at- 
tract files or other insects, except the 
honey bee; they drink the effluent as 
freely as any other pure water The 
oxygen test shows the effluent to con- 
tain 78 per cent. of the oxygen éon- 


tent of ordinary drinking water.

ter, containing enough nitrates to 
make it a valuable fertilizer. 


The Skeats sewage disposal sys- 
tem can be installed more cheaply 
than any accepted system, occupies 
leas than one-half the space, and, 
once installed, the expense ceases, as 
there is no sludge to be taken care 
of; the bacteria do the work auto- 
matically. All other systems require 
an army of men to keep the sludge 
cleaned out and spread on valuable 
land to dry out and pollute the air 
until the sludge is dry and can be 
disposed of. The gas made from the 
sewage by the bacteria is sufficient 
to keep permanent heat at the base 
of the ventilating stack, to insure 
perfect air circulation. As these 
gases contain all the odors the burn- 
ing destroys them entirely. 

Los Angeles city has 30,000,000 to 
40,000,000 gallons of sewage per day 
(55,000 miner’s-inch hours) which 
if sold at 1 cent per inch hour would 
produce $550 per day and would ir- 
rigate many thousand acres of land. 
Why should the city/dump this sew- 
age into the ocean to contaminate 
our beaches when it can so easily be 
purified and made useful?

Like Joan of Arc, who listened to 


strange voices urging her to lead the 
men of France into battle, Gladys 
Brockwell, star of “To Honor and 
Obey,” which is to be shown at Mil- 
ler’s, starting today, believes it is 
her conscience which is inducing her 
to take actual training preparatory 
to following the flag as a Red Cross 
nurse. This is not an idle whisper- 
ing to court publicity, for many in 
the film colony here know that Miss 
Brockwell is learning her new task 
“after her daily work at the studios. 

“The subject preyed on my mind 
until, awake or asleep, I was un- 
able to think of anything else.” Miss 
Brockwell says. “I was futilely try- 
ing to forget the colossal tragedy 
threatening to crush the world. One 
Gay the thought came to me that 
there were hundreds of women who 
were tied hand and foot who gave 
every spare moment to the cause. 
They were willing, if necessity arose, 
to give up the comforts of life and 
even their lives, leaving all those 
near and deaf to them to uphold the 
honor of their country. 

“Almost against my own inclina- 
tion I joined the Red Cross Society. 
Once started I could not do the 
thing by haives. I organized a class 
in the estudio, and, with Mr. Fox's 
ald, I had a competent teacher to 
drill us in first aid to the wounded, I 
became more and more interested in 
the work, until now I can scarcely 
wait for the hour when I can be of 
real service. 

“The nurse's career is not merely 
a profession; it is a call to the mor- 
al, mental and physical support one 
is able to give to humanity, and this 
is more exhilarating than any ap- 
plause I have known on the stage. 

“I am putting my vefy soul into 
thie work and I never in my lHife 
have felt so worth while since I 
started it.”

OREIGN picture-making 
been at rather a standstill dur- 
ing the period of the war, par- 

ticularly as far de any large im- 
portations of pictures from abroad 
are concerned. The American-made 
film has occupied the screen almost 
exclusively, and by virtue of its gen- 
eral excellence, the American film 
has the big right, for its superiority 
is recognized jin every part of the 
world. 

Just as the art of painting has be- 
longed chiefly to the Latin races, 
the art of the great in letters chief- 
ly to the Anglo-Saxon race, the art 
of music chiefly.to the Teutonic, and 
the art of dancing chiefly to the 
Slavic, so the art of picture-making, 
in so far as it may be differentiated 
from the purely mamefacturing end, 
has belonged chiefly to the Ameri- 
can. And this in the face of the 
fact that the French are recognized 


as the greatest pantomimists of the 


world. 

One would naturally think that 
France would stand at the top in 
pictures, because the film play so 
emphatically demands great panto- 
The inability of the 
French, perhaps, to meet the issue 
as successfully as the American, 
however, lies In our capacity to ex- 
proper to the 
limitations of the camera's eye. The 
American is able to express himself 
in terms that are simpler, and more 
their sim- 
plicity ——- a method that is tri- 
umphant in the great majority of 
pictures. (The Itallan, too, has 
something of the same peculiar 
ability, as certain of their pictures 


has 


| So while there are times when the 

French may excel the American in 
the scaling of certain mountain- 
tops of feeling, the American can 
march over the long stretches of 
rolling ground that make up 
daily routine of pictureland. 

A word more regarding the pan- 
tomimic art before again returning 
to the natural place the photoplay 
occupies as America’s art medium. 
Nothing is so tmportant in stimu- 
lating the advance of picture-mak- 
ing as the continuous cultivation of 
new methods of speaking to the film 
audience through action and £ee- 
tures via the screen. The limitations 
are of the greatest, and therefore 
the film actor or actress finds them 
difficult to avoid encounter with, Yet 
the success of the film actress de- 
pends on the understanding of the 
range of greater expression, and the 
power it creates, to an ever- 
widening scope of thought and feel- 
ing. It requires both an introspec- 
tive etudy, and a study of many 
seemingly extraneous things, and, 
above all, it demands a grasp of 
technique. 

A director cannot do everything, 
and he is going to have less time 
every day for the actress who can- 
not register, without being told 
every detail, because he ts going to 
have other and bigger—though no 
more important—things to look aft- 
er every day. And the director who 
will not give a person of proven 
ability a chance for his or her demo- 
cratic individuality of expression so 
as to break away from some of the 
commonplace modes of the screen 
is going to be the loser, 

Picture-making has found its 
home in America, because ft is 
American: it grew out of the in- 


ventive genius of the American as 
maturally have railroad and steam-

Yet there is, figuratively speaking, 
a place for everybody in the scheme 
of motion picture-making, although 
there is not room for all who would 
like to get into it. \ Motion picture 
art ig the most democratic that can 
be imagined. No other art (and the 
writer will persist In calling it an 
art, even though he should be chal- 
lenged by a million persons at once, 
because picture-making does abso- 
lutely depend on artistic elements) 
hae absorbed so much of all the oth- 
er arta, or can talk a language more 
widely understood. Only music ap- 
proaches it, and individual under- 
standing differs greatly in this case. 
What is more, music appeals to the 
ear, and it is an old saying that 
“things seen are more powerful than 
things heard.” 

The necessity for translation 
makes literature a poor competitor 
in the race for democratic expres- 
sion. Of the visual type, dancing or

Just ask yourself what the 
average Chinese mandarin would 
think of the Venus de Milo, or the 
average Kansas farmer of the 
Diaghileff Ballet Russe. But let 
him see Little Mary in “A Romance 
of the Redwoods,” and even if he 
never saw a redwood, and the story 
will get the Kanean and stand a 
chance with the mandarin.

Discovered During the War.’ The 
object of the company was to em- 
ploy in peace the technical progress 
which had been accomplished un- 
der the etress of war, and the cap- 
ital subscribed was forty times as 
great as required. 

“One object of the company was 
to build submarines for pleasure 
trips and to search for treasure lost 
during the war. The great shipping 
companies followed suit by building 
deepsea submarines, in which one 
could sail without seasickness. These 
ships traveled on a cable laid under 
the sea, and were worked by an 
electric current from the land. They 
journeyed at incredible speed, mak- 
ing ‘the journey from New York to 
Hamburg in forty-eight hours. 

“It was found p ® to build a 
submarine which k to a depth 
of more than a mile, and from this 
sprang the international company 
for raising the ships sunk during 
the war. The work was an immense

WAR BOOKS. 


“The World at War.” 

Now that we are one of the Al- 
lies, Georg Brandes’s “The World at 
War” (The Macmillan Company) 
has a somewhat more personal sig- 
nificance, for his own country, Den- 
mark, is a neutral; and not only 
neutral, but extremely careful not to 
offend Germany—since Belgium and 
Serbia have become object lessons 
for smal] nations. And in this book 
Mr. Brandes devotes considerable 
time to defending neutrality and to 
replying to English anil French 
critics who have upbraided ‘the lit- 
tle nation for standing idly by while 
the wortd wars on Prussianism. 

Mr. Brandes, veteran controver- 
sialist ewiftly replies that the world 
remained neutral in 1864 when Den- 
mark, alone, fought with Prussia. 

He takes England and Russia to 
task for “Prussianizing” Persia and, 
somewhat as though to justify Den- 
mark's solicitous regard for Ger- 
many’s good will, undertakes to con- 
vince those who read that Ger. 
many’s vices are not restricted to 
Germany alone; and that Germany 
had but little more to do with bring- 
ing about the war than the nations 
with whom she is at war. But let 
it not be conveyed that Mr. Bran- 
des truckles to the Kaiser. Not 
much. He is less flerce and more 
ironical ‘than most of those who 
write about Germany; but also is 
often bitter and sarcastic in writing 
of the Allies—which is something 
rare these days. 

Mr. Brandes is keen-minded, and 
has a gift for word handling that 
seems to have lost nothing through 
4he translation of Oatherine D. 
Groth. His style seems to us some- 
thing like Zangwill'’s—sharp, clear, 
with sentences that often have a 
whip-cracker on the end.

It is precious little that William 
G. Shepherd has to “confess” in 
these “Confessions of a War Corre- 
spondent” (Harper & Bros.;) and 
what be tells is an old story. While 
calling attention to how other cor: 
respondents hate glorified them- 
selves he does not negleet to men- 
tion “his own decisive “beats” and 
preeminent successes, of which he 
no doubt has had many. He tells us 
that a man may be in the midst of 
a battle and not know what is go- 
ing on; he explains the trouble bad 
with censors and why it {s best not 
to circumvent them; he gives the 
facts, together with an epilogue, 
relative to an incident that fur.

But the “con- 
feasions” in the title is purely a 
éatch-phrase, something to fool and 
lure readers, and was first used by 
Mr. Shepherd tn the magazine that 
ran his chapters serially.

It describes various 
kinds of trenches, bombs and bomb- 
ing, life in the trenches, the equip- 
ment, the work, ruses played on an 
enemy and other phases of interest 
and perhaps of value. 


“Over the Top.” 
Arthur Guy Empey, who 
served in the American navy and 


iarmy, being something of a regular 


soldier, joined a British outfit and 
went to France. He tells of his 
experiences in “Over the Top” (G. 
P. Putnam's Sons,) and it is one 
of, if not the most, graphic, grip 
ping books that has come out of the 
charges. Humorous fn large spots, 
flippant at times, but always vivid, 
always projecting a clear, striking 
picture, and palpably sincere in the 
attempt to tell what many men did 
end one man saw. 

It makes the war personal. Mr. 
Empey deals only with what he ac- 
tually experienced from body lice 
to trench raiding; “ne tells how eat- 
ing utensils are cleaned with mud, 
how prisoners are brought back 
from captured trenches, how the 
faces of raiders are blackened so 
friends will not shoot each other, 
how the bombers work—all that and 
much else contributes new and 
strong interest to the account that 
this young veteran, who stayed with 
bis troops until badly wounded in 
“no man’s land,” offers. | 

Sandwiched into the middle of the 
book is a chapter called “Battery D 
238” which is in effect one of the 
choicest humorous short stories ‘we 
have seen relative to the war, and 
discloses how a general, appropr'- 
ately nicknamed “Old Pepper” be- 
cause of his disposition, was forced 
against tis own orders to contrib- 
ute greatly to the consternation and 
injury of Germans. 

Mr. Empey records with a ¢urious 
degree of flippancy and modesty 
some of bis own adventures, some 
comical even while dangerous, and 
many tragic. There is not a trace 
of boastfulness in hie style, and 
everything beers the mark of vera- 
clous eyewitness. Anyone who ex- 
land “somewhere” in 
France, or anyone who has an inter- 
est In the boys there, cannot fail to 
find “Over the Top” of unusual in- 
terest; and more than that, it is de- 
cidedly absorbing reading.

STORY OF THE AUTOMOBILE. By H. 
Barber, A. J. Munson & Co., 
Chicago.

TRICKS FOR 
TRENCHES. | 


There is an old saying that there 
are tricks in all trades. While arms 
can scarcely be called a trade, it haa, 
according to Captain Leslie Vickers, 
author of “Training for the 
Trenches” (Doran,) innumerable 
‘tricks of its own. Capt. Vickers 
‘outlines them in the thirteenth chap- 
ter of his handy little manual, that 
headed, “Tricks for the Trenches.” 
¢ “One of the hest ruses is to let the 
enem~ get hold of fake orders. These

‘;@an be placed on bodies immediately 


after &n action and there will be a 
good chance of the enemy accepting 
them as genuine. 

“Making elaborate preparations for 
an attack In one spot and then ac- 
tually attacking from another point 
when his reserves have been drawn 
to the first point, also used to work 
well. 

“In the ‘trenches it is sometimes 
necessary to move about the few men 
that we had and to keep them firing 
first in one place and then in another 
to convey the impression that we 
were in considerable force. 

“Ruses had to be adopted dis- 
cover snipers. On one occasion 
|needed to find a sniper whe had 
killed three of my men and was such 
an excellent shot that he broke my 
periscope. For this purpose I made 
a dummy man out of sand bags and 
had a soldier put him carefully 
above the parapet (head only) while 
I observed from a neighboring bay. 
I detected him from the dust that 
his bullet raised from his parapet, 
and a few well-aimed artillery shots 
put him and his loophole out of 
business. My poor dummy was badly 
wounded in the process. 

“The Turks in Gallipoli used to 
paint some of their snipers a green 
color and send them between the 
lines among the small bushes. 

“A pretended retreat will some 
times lure the enemy from his 
trenches to destruction. 

“Sending out patrols in one section 
to draw fire while careful reconnais- 
sance work is being done at another | 
spot will sometimes find him off his 
guard. 


“Im short, the whole business fs to 
‘get the enemy's goat.’ Keep him 
guessing. Wear him down with wor- 
rying. Break his nerve and spoil his 
sleep, that his physical resistance 
may be weakened, On the other hand, 
learn to estimate the Intention of the 
enemy. Do not underrate him. In all 
cases and under all circumstances

_ MYSTIC RUSSIA, 


An Attempt at Interpretation 
Reviewed. 


BY JBANND REDMAN. 

All eyes are upon Russa. Not 
only do we look to her for the new- 
est thing in democracies, but for the 
new music, the best litemature, the 
best danting and the “Drive” which 
will mean the taking of the capital 
city of Galicia. All these things we 
hope for, and one of her 
Richardson Wright, tells us in his 
new book, “The Russians; an iIn- 
terpretation,” (Stokes) what we have 
a right to expect of Russia. Whether 
we shall get it is another matter. 

The book mentioned above is- «a 
painstaking study of Russia in all 
her aspects. The breadth and scope 
of it are remarkabdle. The style is 
unfortunately a trifle laborious and 
“scholarly.” ‘It is written with « 
vivacious nicety, including 
phrases as “we are held a-marvel- 
ing.” which we seem to have most 
happily, got away from, along with 
a superfiuity of, Latin derivatives. 
The style of the work, however, is 
unimportant a®# compared with the 
context. 
knew well before, and many thingy 
which we still do not Dellieve, but 
we get an abundance of ideas and- 
statistica, which certainly are nod 
contained in the average book upon 
Russia. 

The work its written that most 
necessary element of interpretive 
writing, conviction. Wright has an 
Intense belief in his ideals for the 
Russians. He has an implicit faith 
in them and we have too, when we 
get through reading him. Of course 
he contradicts himself frequently, as 
he must in covering so wide a field. 
He tells us, for example, that the 
clty of Petrograd is not a truly Rus- 
sion city, and that the place where. 
you get the real dyed-in-the-wool 
Russian is in Kiev, but a few pages 
further along he remarks that there 
is no such thing as an unadulterated 
Russian. He does not exist; not 


As # cfitie of Russian or other 
literature, Mir, Wright falle far short 
of inspiration. He tells us that To!l- 
stol’s life Was more vValuabiaé than 
his letters, which is to say that the 
absurd and almost Jjnsin- 
cere antics, which Tolstoil performed 
in the way of making shoes and titl- 
ing the field and wearing a smock, 
were more valuablé than the ex- 
quigite and perfect art with which 
Tolsto! wrote his novela. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the ‘Ife Tolstol lived was 
useless except for his writing. And 
it was furthermore absurd in the 
extreme. It was calculated to make 
an appeal to the people, and they 
simply thought he was crazy, while 
they knew his village to be the most 
unkempt and uncared for in his part 
of the country. Not only was Tol- 
stol’s life as he lived it, not valu- 
able, but his opinions were equally 
worthless. Thus his art is all the 
more amazing for its having put 
him where he dis, in the histories of 
literature. The great Russian had 
& marvelous gift for fiction, but like 
Many another artist, his “life ex. 
ample” was nil. : 

Thus much the book lacks. But 
It contains excellent chapters upon 
the religion of Russia; the revolu- 

ons of Russia; the persecutions, 
principles, prejudices and poten- 
tlalities of Russia, along with an in- 
teresting account ef how Ruesia is 
laid out, geographically, using as an 
example the comparative points upon 
the map of this country, which we 
know so well, and Giberia, which 
Mr. Wright eaila the “Russian Land 
All this is very 
graphic as well as geographic, and 
stimulating to our already well- 
aroused interest in the new de- 
mocracy. 

tatisticilans are rarely eritics of 
art. Thus it is that we have to make 
our own deeistons about the Russian 
art. We cannot give the least 
credence to those who “know about 
Russia.” For yeu cannot know more 
about Russian art than yeu know 
about art in general. ° 
example, Richardson Wright tells us 
about the geographic situation in 
Siberia, we take him as seriously 
as he could wish, but when he tells 
us that “Sanine” is inartistic and 
dull, we demur. A book is a book, 
after all, and whether it comes up 
to the Russian ideal is one matter: 
but nobody can tell the cognizant 
reader that “Sanine” is dull and in- 
artistic, As a simple fact. it is a 
masterpiece, and the man who wrote 
it is a genius. We may that, 
if we know nothing else whatever 
about Russia. All we have-te know 
is something about books, and some- 
thing about life. There is, in writ- 
ers who can tel) us anything, a dis- 
position to tell us too much. A man 
may go over Russia with a fine- 
teoth comb, and still fail in his 
criticism of her art, if he is not an 
art critic, and, on the other hand, 
a critic who has never seen an tnch 
na 
Karenina” As one of the world’s great 
novels. 


Russia is a conglomerate 
and this is more true of her art 
perhaps than of any other element 
in her civilization. Ressian painting 
fs nothing without European inspl- 
ration, and it has been truly sald of 
her great novelist, Turgenev, that he 
was, to all artistic purposes, «a 
Frenchman, so completely was he 
under the spell of the French writ- 
ere. Even Russian art revolutions 
have been Instigated by Buropean 
reformers. The iconoclasm of. the 
“big five"—Cul, Rimsky-Korsakov, 
Borodin, Balekirev and Moussorg- 
sky, was inepired te radicaliem by 
Wagner. Certainly, Tschafkesky was 
strongly influenced by Lisst. and 
even his own particular, purple sor- 
rows and tristesse. were they not

cantile block and a 500-room hotel, 

will be erected by Mrs. Mary C. 

Young, and will stand on opposite 

sides of Seventh street between 

Pigueroa and Flower streets. 

The deal which spells such im- 
portant new developments was one 
of the largest of its kind in the his- 
tory of the city, the holdings chang- 
ing hands having a total value of 
approximately $1,000,000. In the 
transaction Mrs. Young acquired 
from A. J. Wallace, former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of California, the 
northeast corner of Seventh and 
Figueroa streets, giving in trade 
sixty feet.on the west side of Broad- 
way between Fourth and Fifth 
streets.

Tissandier fainted at about 26,500 
feet.

We are not to con- 
clude that the ascent of Mt. Everest 
is impracticable. The balloonist “has

ence, as Dr. Kellas shows later in 
his argument. And oxygen has been 
used successfully by some recent 
balloonists. Thus, in 19401, Berson 
and Suvering recorded a barometric 
reading equal to 34,500 feet before 
they became unconscious in spite of 
oxygen inhalations. 

Dr. Kellas next reviews experi- 
ments in alr chambers. Whether the

FOR FARM LABOR. 

During the past week the associa- 
tion has announced its plan for co- 
operating with other national or- 
ganizations in meeting the farm la- 
bor problem. Following a survey of 
conditions, the International Com- 
mittee authorized yesterday this pub- 
lication of itg findings: 

That there is a serious shortage 
of farm help, especially in the East: 
that the present shortage is likely 
to become more serious with the in- 
creased drain of men for military 
service and for labor in war indus- 
tries; that farmers are reluctant to 
employ “green help” from the cities, 
especially the ‘igh school boy, but 
that the shortage will sooner or 
later compel.the farmer to use boy 
agricultural labor; that the largest 
number of boys will be used in 
States where emphasis is placed upon 
special crops requiring seasonal la- 
bor; that the quality and quantity 
of the work done will depend largely 
upon the boy's physical, social and 
moral conditions; that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture considers {t de- 
sirable for the Y.M.C.A. to supple- 
ment the work of any employment 
agencies established for such a short- 
age from the standpoint of main- 
taining’ the physical, social and 
moral efficiency of the farm labor 
army, both men and boys. 

For the purpose of co-operating 
at once with the government and 
the farmers, the association has or- 
ganized a “Soldiers of the Soll” de- 
partment, which wil) have five dis- 
tinct alme: 

To conduct camps for agricultural 
workers; conduct welfare work in 
camps or in groups of agricultural 
workers brought together by other 
agencies than the association; main 
tain an itinerant Y.M.C.A. service 
among the isolated agricultural 
workers; Promote neighborhood 

Tallies, and co-opérate 
wherever desired in enlisting 
tural labor. 


CAMPS ESTABLISHED. 

To operate these alms the or- 
ganized county work of the Y.M.C.A. 
will be used. Already a number of 
counties over the country have es- 
tablished camps and are promoting 
this work.

SOLDIERS’ HOMB, July 14.—The 
funeral took place Thursday of Asa 
A. Holbrook, .74 years old, formerly 
of Co. F of the noted “Brooklyn 
Fourteenth.” This regiment was fa- 
mous for its near-mutiny on the oc- 
casion of its change of name. If 
made such a “roar” it was officially 
designated with two names, viz., “the 
Bighty-fourth New York Volunteer 
Infantry” (and “Fourteenth New 
York State Militia.”) Holbrook was 
fond of telling the story of the regi- 
ment’s revolt soon after its arrival 
on the field. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War’ 
it, like most all militia regiments, 
was but a skeleton in point of num- 
bers. second. day after the 
President’s' call for three months’ 
troops for protection of the capital, 
however, enrolling to full quota was 
completed, and young men were 
turned away. : 

A difficulty obtreded them in lack 
of uniforms, which was due to the 
State's finan¢ial unpreparedness for 
the sudden demand. In that 
emergency the citizens of Brooklyn, 


by popular subscription, promptly | Tho 


supplied uniforms and in a few 
weeks the regiment entrained for 
Washington. 

‘There a new difficulty beset the 
regiment. The three months’ time 
was up, and the regiment was con- 
fronted by the alternative of return- 
ing home at once or of “swearing 
in” for three years, or the war. On 
May 23, 1861, the regiment was 
formed in Hollow Square, and the 
United States mustering officer, aft- 
er stating the position, said: “All 
desiring to return home cng: three 
paces to the front.” One by one, 
with evident relucfance, about a 
score stepped out amid the hissing 
and hooting of their offended com- 
rades, Holbrook said, and when they 
had packed their few belongings and 
started away the angry and, as it 
afterward proved, mistaken crowd 
procured fifes and drums and 
drummed them out of camp. It 
transpired later that families and 
properties h been cared for by 
these apparent slackers for the three 
months prescribed in the call, and 
they, after making arrangements to 
avoid unnecessary sacrifices at home, 
all returned to the front, some to 
the old regiment, but most of them 
as cers in newly-formed units 
in the call for 300,000 volunteers for 
three years, or the war. 

Holbrook used to enjoy telling the 
story of the Fourteenth’s revolt. The 
men had thought but little of the 
ehange from State Militia to volun- 
teers in the United States Army, but 
when the regiment was, a few days 


afterward, assigned to a fixed camp | Um 


special and general orders began to 
annoy them. The orders were ad- 
dressed to the BEighty-fourth New 
York Infantry. Horrors! The 
Fourteenth no more? They wouldn't 
stand for it. “Give us our old num- 
ber,” they yelled, and frisked about 
the parade ground like lunatics, The 
commanding officer, Col. Wood, re- 
minded them that regulations de- 
manded obedience, but it did no 
good. Finally, a compromise was 
effected. The War Department au- 
thorized that there be added to the 
volunteer name of the regiment, in 
parenthesis, “Or Fourteenth New 
York State Militia.” and the revolt 
was at an end. AcWion of the na- 
ture would, tn these days, prove pro- 
ductive of serious results to  of- 


fenders. 


The predominance of red in the 
regiment's French chasseur untform 
was recdily recognized when fn ac- 
tion. The regiment had its “baptism 
of blood” In the first battle of Bull 
Run and it was tn that battle that 
Gen. Beauregard, inp his report of 
that engagement, referred to the 
Fourteenth as “them red-legred 
devils of Brooklyn.” 

There are but two others of the 
regiment. as far as learned, located 
Southern Callfornta. vis.. W. 
Parnes, who ts a resident of Santa 
Monica, and J. Young.

Mr. Jumper, who is a prominent 
Lutheran churchman of this city, 
since his return from the conven- 
tion has given before St. Paul's Lu- 
theran Church an extended account 
of the transactions of the conven- 
tion, and he presented, among oth- 
ers, the following features: 

First, the marked progress which 
jas attended the work of the church 
duri the past two years.

For the 
work of charity there was an in- 
crease of $348,546. During the past 
two years the publication society 
has issued 434,600 copies of period- 
teals and 244,260 copies of books 
and pamphiets. It was decided to 
inaugurate a campaign for $1,000,- 
000 to provide for aged and disabled 
ministers. The sum of $25,000 was 
set aside for a tubercular home at 
Belin, N. M., and the sum of $10,- 
000 was provided to carry on work 
among the Lutheran young men who 
enter the army. 

Second, following closely up 
on the unification of the three Nor- 
wegian Lutheran synods with a 
combined membership of over 300,- 
000 communicants, another signifi- 
eant event in the ecclesiastical’ his- 
tory of the Lutheran church was the 
decisiva vote taken by the General 
Syhof upon the plan to merge the

WEARING OUT. 

Of course the road is quickly 
showing the effects of wear.

“The decline in the price of rub- 
ber may not last long, but even if 
it does, it will not be the means of 
lowering the price of high grade 
tires, for the reason that fine Sea 
Isiand fiber fabric is very scarce and 
the decline in the price of rubber 
is more than offset by the scarcity 
of fabric. 

“The Norwalk factory fortunately 
has a tremendous stock of this fab- 
ric on hand, enough to last for many 
months. and this will enable it to 
make prompt deliveries.”
